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The  statistics  in  this  publication  represent  the  volume  of 
children's  cases  disposed  of  by  juvenile  courts.  They  are  affected 
by  several  factors.  Ages  of  children  and  types  of  cases  (e.g.,  traffic 
violations)  over  which  courts  have  jurisdiction  are  established  by 
State. law  and  often  differ  for  courts  in  different  States  and  some- 
times for  courts  within  the  same  State.  This  affects  the  mamber  of 
cases  reported  and  consequently  the  comparability  of  the  reports  from 
the  various  courts. 

The  number  of  children's  cases  reported  by  different  courts 
is  also  greatly  influenced  by  variations  in  the  organization  and 
scope  of  the  services  of  other  agencies.  Many  communities  have  estab- 
lished agencies,  such  as  a juvenile  division  of  the  police  department, 
that  adjust  many  cases  or  refer  them  to  other  community  agencies 
rather  than  to  the  juvenile  courts.  In  some  communities  the  juvenile 
court  is  one  of  the  few  agencies  providing  social  services  to  children. 
In  others,  programs  of  social  services  for  children  are  well  established 
in  these,  the  juvenile  court  is  only  one  of  many  agencies  dealing  with 
children  and  is  primarily  used  only  when  its  authority  as  a judicial 
agency  is  needed. 

Furthermore,  whether  a child  comes  to  the  attention  of  the 
court  is  influenced  by  comm\inity  and  parental  attitudes  toward  a 
child's  behavior,  and  these  attitudes  vary  from  place  to  place. 

Because  of  these  and  other  limitations  (many  of  which  are  not 
statistlceG-ly  assessable),  juvenile  court  statistics,  when  taken  by 
themselves,  cannot  measure  the  full  extent  of  either  delinquency, 
dependency,  or  neglect.  They  may  be  particularly  misleading  when 
used  to  make  comparisons  between  one  community  and  another.  They  do, 
however,  indicate  how  frequently  one  important  community  resource,  the 
juvenile  court,  is  utilized  for  dealing  with  such  cases.  (For  further

SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS 


Delinquency  cases 


Extent About  520,000  different  children,  or  2.3  percent  of 

(Table  i)  all  children  aged  10  through  17,  were  referred  to 


juvenile  courts  for  delinquency  in  1957*  The  number 
of  delinquency  cases  handled  by  juvenile  courts  was 
somewhat  larger  (603,000)  since  the  same  child  may 
have  been  referred  more  than  once  during  the  year. 
Delinquency  cases  comprise  about  four -fifths  of  all 
types  of  juvenile  court  cases. 

These  data  include  traffic  violations  wherever  the 
juvenile  court  has  jurisdiction  in  such  cases.  In- 
complete national  data  on  traffic  cases,  collected  in 
1957  for  the  first  time  since  19^5 > Indicate  that  their 
number  is  sizeable- -perhaps  as  high  an  30  percent 
of  6l11  delinquency  cases. 


Trend In  1957>  for  the  ninth  consecutive  yeax,  delinquency 

(Tables  G,  H and  Chart)  cases  increased  over  the  previous  year.  The  increase 

was  l6  percent  while  the  estimated  child  population 
rose  by  7 percent.  The  increase  in  delinquency  cases 
in  1957  was  not  as  great  as  the  21  percent  for  the 
previous  year. 

From  19^8  to  1957;  delinquency  cases  more  than  doubled 
while  the  estimated  child  population  rose  only  27 
percent. 


Sex  ratio Delinquency  cases  in  court  are  primarily  a boys' 

(Table  A)  problem;  boys  are  referred  five  times  as  often  as 

girls. 


Mariner  of  handling. . .Cases  handled  unofficially  --  without  filing  a petition 
(Table  b)  for  formal  court  hearing  --  are  included  in  the  data 

of  this  report.  Over  half  of  the  delinquency  cases 
are  disposed  of  in  this  way.  The  proportion  of  cases 
handled  unofficially  by  predominantly  urban  courts  was 
strikingly  higher  than  in  other  types  of  courts,  due 
perhaps  to  the  availability  of  specialized  intake  or 
probation  staff  in  the  larger  urban  courts.  (For  a 
discussion  of  policy  consideration  in  the  unofficial 
disposition  of  cases,  see  Standards  for  Specialized 
Courts  Dealing  with  Children,  Children's  Bureau  Pub.

Differential  rates. . 
(Tmble  C) 

Rates  of  delinquency  cases  were  about  31/2  times 
higher  in  predominantly  urban  arean  than  in  pre- 
dominantly rural  areas.  Courts  in  predominantly  urban 
areas  handle  about  two-thirds  of  all  the  delinquency 
cases  in  the  country. 

Age  of  children 

(Table  d) 

The  average  (median)  age  of  children  rererred  to  all 
courts  is  about  15  1/2  years,  with  no  significant 
difference  between  boys  and  girls.  Courts  vary  in 
the  upper  age  limit  of  their  jurisdiction  and  this 
influences  the  average  age  of  children  referred.  For 
example,  the  average  age  of  children  referred  to  courts 
whose  jurisdiction  extends  to  age  l8  is  higher  (15.7) 
than  to  courts  serving  children  only  up  to  age  16  (l4.3). 

Reason  for  referral.  Boys  were  referred  to  courts  for  considerably  different 


(Table  e) 

reasons  than  girls.  Almost  half  of  the  boys'  cases 
involved  some  form  of  stealing  while  more  than  half  of 
the  girls  were  referred  for  being  ungovernable,  running 
away  and  sex  offenses. 

Disposition 

(Table  F) 

Almost  half  of  all  delinquency  cases  were  dismissed, 
adjusted  or  held  open  without  further  hee^ring;  in  about 
one-quaxter  of  the  cases  the  children  were  placed  under 
the  supervision  of  a probation  officer.  The  high  pro- 
portion of  dismisssj-s  does  not  mean  that  the  children 
were  not  involved  in  delinquent  acts.  (No  more  than 
5-10  percent  were  not  involved. ) Rather  the  situation 
appeared  to  warrant  that  type  of  disposition. 

Other  cases 

Dependency  and  neglect. .Most  juvenile  courts  by  statute  have  jurisdiction 


(Tables  I-K) 

over  court  actions  involving  dependent  and  neglected 
children  as  well  as  delinquent  children.  Dependency 
and  neglect  cases  totaled  114,000  in  1957  - 15  percent 
of  all  types  of  court  cases.  Such  cases  increased  by 
9 percent  between  1956  and  1957*  Thus,  the  upward 
trend  which  began  in  1951  QJ^d  occnirred  in  each  sub- 
sequent year,  except  1956,  continues. 

Special  proceedings. 

(Appendix) 

....  The  remaining  5 percent  of  the  court  cases  were 
those  involving  adoption,  custody,  consent  to 
marry  and  other  "special  proceedings."  Courts 
vary  in  the  types  of  such  cases  handled. 
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SOURCES  OF  DATA 


1.  Data  on  the  number  of  juvenile  delinquency  cases  axe  for  the  most  part 
(exceptions  under  2 below)  based  on  rej>orts  from  a national  sample  of 
juvenile  courts. 

The  national,  sample  of  juvenile  courts,  drawn  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  Sample  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  is  repre- 
sentative of  the  country  as  a whole.  For  this  sample,  the  United 
States  was  first  divided  into  about  2,000  primary  sampling  units, 
each  consisting  of  a county  or  a number  of  contiguous  counties, 
such  as  those  in  a standard  metropolitan  area.  The  2,000  primary 
sampling  units  were  then  subdivided  into  230  groups ,each  consisting 
of  a set  of  sampling  units  as  much  alike  as  possible  in  such  char- 
acteristics as  regional  location,  poimilation  density,  percent  of 
non -white  population,  rate  of  growth,  etc.  Frcan  each  group  a single 
primary  sample  \mit  was  selected  at  randcan,  resulting  in  230  sampling 
units  in  which  502  courts  were  located.  (For  a more  detailed  description 
of  the  Current  Population  Survey  San^jle,  see  Current  Population  Reports, 
Series  P-23,  No.  2,  Bureau  of  the  Census.) 

As  shown  below,  the  majority  of  the  urban  coxurts  serve  large  areas 
of  100,000  or  more  population;  semi -urban  courts,  medium-sized 
eireas;  and  rural  coxirts,  small  axeas  of  under  20,000:

2.  Data  on  ages  of  children,  reasons  for  referral  to  court  and  disposition 

of  cases  are  consolidated  from  State  publications  of  juvenile  court 
statistics.  These  items  of  information  are  not  currently  being  collected 
from  the  national  sample.  The  States  whose  1957  annual,  juvenile  court 
reports  were  used  axe:  California,  Connecticut,  Florida,  Iowa,  Michigan, 

Mississippi,  Missouri,  New  Mexico,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Utah, 
Vermont,  Washington  and  Wisconsin.  While  the  courts  in  these  States  may 
not  be  representative  of  the  country,  as  axe  the  courts  in  the  national 
sample,  their  data  include  almost  one -half  of  the  total  delinquency  cases 
in  the  country. 

3.  Data  on  dependency  and  neglect  cases  axe  based  on  eill  courts  reporting 
on  such  cases  to  the  Children's  Bureau.  The  national  sample  was  not 
used  here  since  data  on  these  cases  were  not  available  for  a sizeable 
number  of  courts  in  the  national  sample.  In  1957 > 1^693  courts  reported 
on  dependency  and  neglect  cases.  These  courts  included  in  their  juris- 
dictions 72  percent  of  the  child  population  under  I8  years  of  age. 
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DEFINITION  OF  TERMS 


Juvenile  delinquency  cases  are  those  referred  to  courts  for  acts 
defined  In  the  statutes  of  the  State  as  the  violation  of  a law  or 
municipal  ordinance  by  children  or  youth  of  juvenile  court  age,  or 
for  conduct  so  seriously  antisocial  as  to  Interfere  with  the  rights 
of  others  or  to  menace  the  welfare  of  the  delinquent  himself  or  of 
the  community.  This  broad  definition  of  delinquency  Includes  con- 
duct such  as  xmgovemable  behavior  and  running  away,  conduct  labeled 
"delinquency"  but  not  usually  considered  a violation  of  law  when 
committed  by  an  adult.  Also  Included  are  traffic  violations  wherever 
the  juvenile  court  has  jurisdiction  In  such  cases. 

Dependency  and  neglect  cases  are  those  referred  to  the  coxirt  because 
of  some  form  of  neglect  or  Inadequate  care  on  the  part  of  the  parents 
or  guardians  (l.e.,  lack  of  adequate  care  or  support  resulting  from 
the  death,  absence  or  physical  or  mental  Incapacity  of  the  parents, 
abandonment  or  desertion,  abuse  or  cruel  treatment.  Improper  or 
Inadequate  condition  In  the  home). 

Special  proceedings  are  cases  Involving  children  referred  to  court  for 
reasons  other  than  delinquency  and  dependency  or  neglect.  They  Include 
adoption.  Institutional  commitments  for  special  purposes,  material 
witnesses,  application  for  Consent  to  marry  or  enlist  In  the  armed 
forces,  determination  of  custody  or  guardianship  of  a child  and  per- 
mission to  hospitals  for  the  performance  of  operations  on  children. 

Unit  of  count  Is  the  case  disposed  of  by  the  court.  A case  Is  counted 
each  time  a child  Is  referred  to  coxirt  during  the  year  on  a new 
referral  In  delinquency,  dependency  or  neglect  cases  or  In  special 
proceedings.  Referrals  for  alleged,  as  well  as  adjudged,  delinquency 
cases  are  Included.  Not  Included  are  many  children  who  have  presented 
similar  problems  of  conduct,  but  who  either  were  not  apprehended  or 
were  dealt  with  by  the  police,  by  social  agencies,  by  schools,  or  by 
youth-serving  aigencles  without  referral  to  court. 

Type  of  court  Is  determined  by  the  percentage  of  the  population  It 
serves  that  live  In  urban  areas  (as  classified  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census):  for  "urban  coxirts,"  70  percent  or  more;  for  "semi -urban 
courts,"  30-69  percent;  for  "rural  coiirts,"  under  30  percent. 

Method  of  handling  cases  Is  classified  Into  official  and  unofficial, 
sometimes  referred  to  as  judicial  and  non-judicial.  "Official  cases" 
are  those  that  ere  placed  on  the  official  court  calendar  for  adjudi- 
cation by  the  judge  or  referee  through  filing  a petition  or  other 
legeH  paper  to  initiate  coiirt  action.  "Unofficial  cases"  are  those 
not  placed  on  the  official  court  calendar  through  filing  a petition 
or  affidavit  but  adjusted  by  the  judge,  referee,  probation  officer, 
or  other  officer  of  the  court.
